LIBERALS SWEEP QUEBEC. 





Liberalism in Quebec was never 
more virile and alive than it is to-day. 
In spite of a bitter campaignin which 
Nationalists and Conservatives were 
aided by the Ultramontanes and by 
ample funds and Ministeral campaign- 
ers from the Federal forces, the Gov- 
ernment of Sir Lomer Gouin was re- 
turned to power to-day with an 
increased majority. His policy in re- 
gard to better educational facilities, in 
regard to good roads, in behalf of ag- 
riculture, colonization and every other 
progressive measure was endorsed by 
the electorate of the Province, and he 
goes back to office stronger than ever. 

In the last House of seventy-four 
members the Opposition held sixteen 
seats, while in the new House of 
eighty-one they hold the same num- 
ber. Two counties—namely, Gaspe 
rand Magdalen Islands—hold their 
elections later, but they are sure to go 
with the Government, Sir Lomer is 
elected in the two ridings of Portneuff 
and St. John’s. In the former he was 
re-elected by over 1,200 majority. 
With the exception of Hon. Mr. Caron, 
all of his Cabimet Ministers were re- 
elected. many of them with increased 
majorities. r. Caron is reported de- 
feated by two votes, 


NEW AND PROMINENT LIBERALS 


A number of new and prominent 
Liberals, such as Mr. E. A. Robert, 
President of the Montreal Tramways 
Company; Mr. Godfroy Langlois, 
champion of better educational meth- 
ods, and many others areelected. Mr. 
Robert redeemed Beauharnois, which 
was previously held by the Conserv- 
atives. 


CONSERVATIVES HARD HIT. 


Mr. L. J. Marechal, K. C., a pro- 
minent Conservative lawyer of Mont- 
real, who was talked of as $likely to 
be soon taken into the Federal Cabi- 
net, wasdefeated in Chambly, Ar- 
mand Lavergne, Nationalist leader, 
was defeated in Montmorency, but 
managed to squeeze through in Mont- 
magy. Mr. Teller, Conservative lead- 
er, barely escaped, and Mr, Prevost 


bit the dust in L’Assomption, but 
carried Terrebonne by a_ reduced 
majority. 


he day was an overwhelming 
triumph for the cause of Liberalism. 
It proves that the Liberal pew and 
Liberal ideals are not Sdead, but, on 
the other hand, are in an exceedingly 
healthy condition. 


A special number of the ‘Canada 
Gazette” was issued Tuesday proclaim- 
ing the Act extending the boundaries 
of danitoba, Ontario and Quebec to go 
into effect on Wednesday, May 15th. 
The order-in-council was ssed by 
the Cabinet last week and signed by 
the Governor-General on Saturday.

A dish that retains the odor of cook-

LOANS ON WORD OF HONOR. 


Unique French Society Aids Manyane 
Suffers Little Loss. 

Phe Loan of Stanin eucaty la cell 
the most peculiar organizations in 
France, according to United States 
Consul Carl Bailey Hurst, at Lyon. 
It is an association of philanthropists 
established a few years ago for the 
purpose of lending money to clerks,’ 
operatives and others in pecuniary 
distress. | 

“The sole obligation on the part of 
the borrowers,” said Mr. Hurst, “is to. 
promise on their word of honor to re-' 
turn within a certain time the amount 
loaned. The success of the undertak- 
ing from a charitable point of view 
has been striking. During the last 
fiscal year money was lent to 384 per- 
sons, among whom there were 51 
clerks, 17 small trades people, 12 rail- 
road employees, 9 teachers and mill 
bands, mechanics, pharmacists, type- 
setters, students, tailors and carpen- 
ters. Of those aided sixty-eight were 
women, nearly all occupying humble 
Positions. 

“The chief canses that brought 
about the requests for loans were: 
Sickuvess, 119 cases; lack of work, 83 
cases; debts, 84 cases; starting house- 
keeping, 27 cases, and in smaller num- 
ber redeeming pawn tickets, etc. All 
those granted loans were married peo- 
ple, with the exception of twenty-seven, 
although sixty-four couples were child- 
less. When a loan is solicited a ques- 
tion blank Is usually given to the pe- 
titioner asking for information that 
will enable the society to decide 
whether money can be judiciously ad- 
vanced. Investigation is made as to 
the merits of each seemingly favora- 
ble case after the question sheets have 
been returned. 

“Naturally the sums lent are not 
large, ranging between $6 and $60. 
Most of the loans have been pald back 
either fully or In part. and the society 
bas not had to put down more than 
$200 to profit and Joss. The soclety’s 
receipts are derived from the dues of 
members, an annual bazaar, small 
subventions by the city and depart- 
mental governments and from once: 
sional private donations, 

“Its proved practical usefulness 
an untried field tends to strengthen the 
presumption that the work of the so- 
ciety, especially among those holding 
minor posts in commerce and trade, 
will be of lasting benefit in teaching 
young clerks and others the value of 
unwritten obligations in business deal-

NATURAL LACE. 


Marvelous Tree of Jamaica 
Bark Is Used For Garments. 


Many instances cf the marvelous in 
nature are supplied by the vegetable 
kingdom. Though our knowledge of 
the mysteries of plant life are limited, 
we have abundant evidence that many 
plants are as wonderful in their way 
as certain members of the animal 
kingdom. Take, for instance, that 
specimen of a little known tree whose 
inner bark is a very perfect example 
of fine lace, which seems to be valued 
by native races on the island of 
Jamaica where it grows. Nowhere else 
on earth has this singular tree been 
found, and even in Jamaica its gro ywth 





is confined to a small part of the is- 
land.

THE CONTROL OF INSECT PESTS 
IN CANADA. 

The Division of Entomology of the 
Experimental Farms Branch of the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture, 
Ottawa. has recently issued a bulletin 
by Dr. C. Gordon Hewitt, Dominion 
Entomologist, on ‘*'The Control of In- 
sect Pests in Canada.” 

An account is given of the history of 
the war against insect pests in Can- 
ada and of the manner in which insect 

sts have invaded the country as it 

as been gradually opened up andcult- 
ivated. The manner in which the 
Dominion and Provincial governments 


are endeavouring by legislation and, 


other means to prevent the introduct- 
ion of insect pests into Canada and 
the increase and spread of those pests 
already here isdescribed. An interest- 
ing summary of the various lines of 
work undertaken and carriedon by the 
Division of Entonology at Uttawa is 

iven and the general public will no 
Sodbe be surprised at the many prob- 
lems which come within the scope of 
the Entomologists who are called up- 
on to deal with insects in their re- 
lations to all the varied activities of 
man; insects affecting farm crops, fruit 
growing, forest and shadetrees; insects 
attacking man’s possssions and infest- 
ing houses, attacking domestic animals 
and finally affecting the health of man. 
All insects, however, are not injurions 
and the work of the Entomologist in- 
cludes bees and bee-keeping and the 
study of parisitic and other enemies 
which may be of assistance in obtain- 
ing control of insect pests,

“SHADOW ON AUSTRALIA, 
Quite a Japanese Colony’ of Soldiers 


and Surveyors In Commonwealth. 


There is a shadow of a mighty 
hand over Australia to-day. A grim, 


armored hand, a brown hand that is 


stretching its fingers out over the Pa- 
cific Deon: . Nine hundred miles 
away from the coast of Queensland 
lies the French island of New Cale- 
donia, a pretty little spot, a valuable 
little property. 
than two days’ swift steaming away 
from the nearest point on the sea- 


board. At this moment it has at least 


two thousand and five hundred Jap- 
anese within its gates, men who pro- 
fess to be miners in the employ of 
the Societe de Nickel, a wealthy cor- 
poration backed by Rothschild gold. 

They were not always muners. 
Nearly every man-jack of them fought 
for Nippon in the Jap-Russo war. 
Many of them to-day wear the ulster 
military overcoats that were served 
out to them when they marched to 
beat the Bear. Numbers of them have 
a smattering of English. But pe 
most important phase of their pges- 
ence in the island only nine hundred 
miles away from coveted Australia is 
that they include among their num- 
bers civil and electrical engineers, and 
skilled masons and carpenters and 
bridge-builders and telegraphists. 

Within eighteen Birce, New Cale- 
donia will have a brown population of 
over six thousand capable, fighting 
Japanese, even judging the future on- 
ly on figures that I know of to-day. 
That is the position in a nutshell. An 
army a fourth as large as Australia’s 
less than a thousand miles from her 
back door. An army in possession, 
to all intents and purposes, of an 
island that has a fine strategical har- 
bor, which could be made into.a splen- 
did naval station, and has coal fields 
sufficiently rich to provide an excel- 
lent coaling base for Japanese ships 
in the Pacific. The island is defend- 
ed by 213 soldiers and eighteen artil- 
lerymen, with one anfiquated gun; 
ha. no forts, no submarine mines; 
sometimes has one warship, either 
the Montcalm or the Kersaint; and 
has a total white population, free and 
ex-convict, of twenty thousand Kana- 
kas, Loyalty Islanders, Javanese, Ton- 
kinese, and Solomon Islanders—to say 
nothing of the little brown men from 
in and around Tokio. If these facts 
point in any direction at all, do they 
not point towards Australia. 

We are frightened by tales of Jap- 
anese garrisons on every little island 
in the Pacific, beginning with Hawaii. 
From New Caledonia and the New 
Hebrides come reports of intense Jap- 
anese activity. 

We are frightened by tales of Japs 
who practice flag-signalling from hill 
to hill, Japs who sail about in little 
boats ostensibly engaged in the occu- 
pation either of trepang or beche-de- 
mer gathering, and Japs who live in 
Noumea and in different parts of the 
main island who are periodically vis- 
ois by others of their fellows from 

110, 

We read of wireless stations estab- 
lished, of islands which serve as de 
pots, of the purchasing of huge quan- 
tities of rice, of Japanese spies 
throughout the Commonwealth, and 
so forth and so on. The French in- 
habitants of New Caledonia fear and 
hate the Japanese. The way out of 
the difficulty, according to Mr. Shear- 
ston-May, is that the island should 
be ceded to Great Britain to avoid 
its purchase by Japan.

It is said to have given seats to 87,- 
000 spectators and was inagurated A. 

. 80, the same year in which Titus 

Jed, on which occasion 5,000 wild an- 
imals and 10,000 captives were slain. 
The inauguration lasted 100 days. An 
ecclesiastical tradition makes the archi- 
tect to have been a Christian, one 
Gaudentius, afterward a martyr. 

This structure was originally called 
the Amphitheatrum Flavium, but since 
the time of Bebe it has been known as 
the Coliseum, probably given it because 
of its enormous size. 

The Roman Coliseum became the 
spot where prince and people met to- 
gether to witness those sanguinary ex- 
hibitions the degrading effect of which 
on the Roman character can hardly be 
overestimated. The circumference of 
the building is 1,641 feet, the height of 
the outer wall is 157, the length of the 
arena 278 feet and its width 177. It 
covers an area of six acres. 

It is only by uscending to the upper 
terrace that the enormous size of the 
Coliseum is fully seen, and by moon- 
light the effect of size and massiveness 
is much increased. The ruins south of 
the Coliseum are supposed to have been 
the Vivarium, in which were kept the 
wild beasts for the combats. , 

Asa general description of the bulld- 
ing the following passage of Gibbon is 
said to be perfect: “The outside of the 
edifice was incrusted with marble and 
decorated with statues. The slopes of 
the vast concave which formed the in- 
side were filled and surrounded with 
sixty or eighty rows of seats, of mar- 
ble likewise, covered with cushions 
and capable of receiving with ease 
about 80,000 spectators. Sixty-four 
‘vomitories’ (for by that name the doors 
were very aptly distinguished) poured 
forth the immense multitude, and the 
entrances, passages and _ staircases 
were contrived with such exquisite 
skill that each person, whether of the 
senatorial, the equestrian or the ple 
beian order, arrived at his destined 
place without trouble or confusion.

Sealskin Sacques Will Be Higher. 

St. John’s, Nfld., May 14.—Yester- 
day marked the close of one of the 
most unsatisfactory sealing seasons 
that Newfoundland has known in 
many years. Twenty steamers en- 
gaged in the fishing industry report- 
ed a total catch of 175,128 seals, val- 
ved at $329,104. This is hardly more 
than half the number taken last year 
when the steamers reported 304,291 
seals, valued at $493,635. 

The falling off this year is due in a 
large measure to abnormal ice condi- 
tions which have prevailed. There 
were no serious accidents to the fleet 
this year, in contrast with past 
years.

Gen. Orozco Says Rebels Are Still In 
the Ring. 

Jiminez, Mexico, May 14.—(At Gen. 
Orozco’s Headquarters.) — Conerding 
his defeat in the battle before Cone- 
jos, Gen. Pascual Orozco last night 
was by no means dispirited. 

“The revolution has just begun,” 
he said, “and we are confident that 
we will ultimately overthrow Madero 
for a just revolution will always tri- 
umph.” 

Gen. Orozco would not say how 
many men he had lost, but admitted 
that he had not heard from Gen. 
Campa and Gen. Artugumedo, whom 
he sent around to the west of Conejos 
with 2,500 men to flank the federais.

Gen. Orozco was at a loss to under- 
stand rumors in circulation yesterday 
that he had been killed.

Only skirmishing occurred rage toes 
The rebels chiefly occupied them- 
selves in. recovering from Sunday’s 
fight. 

Gen. Enrile Will Recover. 

Chihuahua, Mex., May 14.—The 
condition of Gonzalo C. Enrile, finan- 
cial agent of Orozeo, who was mur- 
derously assaulted here early yester- 
day, was last night unchanged. En- 
rile’s four wounds, inflicted by knife 





and pistol, are not regarded as fatal. 
The identity of the assassins is un- 
known. 


Enrile by his activity in the revolu- 
tion during the last two months has 
made many political enemies. To him 
is attributed the financing of the pre- 
sent revolution on behalf of Bernardo 
Reyes Limantour, former Governor 
Terrazas and others once identified 
with the Diaz regime. Enrile opposed 
Vesquez Gomez and influenced Oroz- 
co to derounce him and it is believ- 
ed Gomes supporters were behind the 
plot to assassinate him. 


TRIAL tS POSTPONED. 


Chartes Gibson Will Nct Come Up 
Until the Fall. 


Toronto, May 14.—After considering 
the many intricate points of the mur- 
der af Joseph Rosenthal and the st- 
tempted murder of Eli Dunkelman 
yesterday,’ Mr. Justice. Middleton 
granted the request of Aubrey Bond, 
counsel for Charles Gibson, to tra- 
verse the hearing of the case until 
next fall. Gibson is charged with the 
murder of Joseph Rosenthal. 

Gibson filed an affidavit stating that 
Eli Dunkelman lied at the inquest, 
when he said that Gibson was the 
only man who accompanied him and 
Dunkelman to the scene of the mur- 
der. He alleges that he introduced 
two former employes of the hydro, 
known as “Wilson” and “Alf” to 
the two Jews, and left them on the 
Strachan avenue bridge. 

Mr. Bond said he had been in com- 
munication with a witness who would 
be prepared to testify that he saw the 
two Jews talking to two other men 
on this bridge. Gibson holds that he 
would have taken steps to locate these 
two men sooner had he thought that 
the evidence of Dunkelman would not 
exonerate him

Steubenville, O., May 14.—Presi- 
dent Taft’s first day of his final cam-

eodore Roosevelt to whieh Mr. 
Taft has so far given utterances. 

Speeches that were filled with in- 
dignant attack, that bubbled over 
with uncomplimentary adjectives, Mr. 
Taft discharged at his predecessor in 
the White House. 

“He says the reason the American 
people are going to elect him is be- 
cause he is necessary for the job. That 
is the description he gives. Well, I 
hope the American people will not 
think that he is necessary for the job. 
I want to call your attention to what 
the job is which he proposes. It is the 
millennium that he is going to bring 
about when he gets into offive. All 
bosses are going to disappear; politi- 
ciams are going to be fewer and he is 
going to have a finger in every com- 
munity, in every state, in every coun- 
ty and everything is going to heaven. 

“If that be true the millennium is 
coming, and that is the job he is to 
do. It is going to take longer than 
four years. I beg of you to ask him 
when he comes here whether-tie would 
take a fourth term, ask him whether 
he is going to take a fifth>term, and 
why he should not continue in office 
during his life?’

Rev. Sterin Tighe,’"Carleton Place, 
formerly of Newburgh and _ later 
stationed at Amherst Island, died on 
Friday last at his home at Carleton 
Place. The late Mr. Tighe, who was 
about seventy-nine years of age, was 
a man of considerable scholarship and 
abilitv, a good speaker and a_ very 
successful parish priest, winning 
many over to the Church of Englan4, 
by his careful instruction. During 
his ministry in Canada, almost entire- 
ly in the dioceses of Ontario and 
Ottawa, he was respected and loved 
by his parishoners, and his advice and 
guidance greatly valued in synod. 
The late Mr. Tighe retired in 1905, and 
resided in Kingston for some time, 
later moving to Carleton Place.

Ottawa, May 13.—The following re- 
garding Joseph Haycock, of Kingston, 
appears in this morning's Citizen : 

“Joseph Haycock informed his 
friends on Saturday that he was no 
longer in the employment of the gov- 
ernInent, notice having been given 
hini.that his services had been dis- 
pensed with. Mr. Haycock was ap- 
pointed some years ago as inspector 
of binder twine, the appointment be- 
ing made by Sir Richard Cartwright, 
who, as minister of trade and com- 
merce, made more than one appoint- 
ment which taxed his eloquence and 
ingenuity to defend in parliament. It 
appears that upon assuming official 
duties, Mr. Haycock forgot to put 
away politics. Instead, he took quite 
anactive part in furthering the in- 
terests of his party, in subsequent 
campaigns, and ‘Joe’ Haycock was 
no slouch on the platform either. Re- 
lieved of his duties as inspector of 
binder twine, he is free to return to 
his congenial occupation as_ spell- 
binder.” 

“Shortly after the election 
enyber 21st last, Hon. Geo. E. Foster 
wirpte Mr. Haycock saying that 
cha¥ges had been made that he had 
acted in a partizan manner while he 
held a government office. Mr. Hay- 
cock replied, thanking Mr. Foster for 
the opportunity he had given him of 
replying to the charges, which he 
denied. He declared that the only 
part he had taken during any election 
campaign sinee he was appointed to 
office was to el eed ona platform at 
Napanee, in order to refute some state- 
ments made by Uriah Wilson, ex-M. 
P., which were of a personal nature. 
Outside of this he had done nothing. 

Mr. Haycolk’s friends knew all 
along that he would be relieved of his 
office, as he had always been a thorn 
in the flesh of the conservatives. The 
only surprise has been that he did not 
receive notice sooner, but it is said 
that there were so many hungry 
politicians after his ‘‘job” that the 
government was unable to make a 
move. Mr. Haycock, being ‘‘on easy 
street,” will not worry over being de- 
prived of the $2,000 position he held. 
Mr. Haycock says, ‘Yes, they cut off 
my héad ; but they did not keep it. 
He is still doing business and will con- 
tinue. I am not asking sympathy 
from unybody.”
